The following is a response to the Examiner's restriction requirement dated January 29, 
2007. This response is timely filed within the two-month extension period, and thus a two- 
month extension of time is respectfully requested.

Please be advised that the Applicants elect the species Napoleonea imperialis, the solvent 
methanol and the seed portion of the plant, with traverse. Therefore, claims 1, 11, 12, 30, 31, 38 
' and 40 are readable on the elected species. Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional 
f application for the non-elected claims. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's assertion that the restriction requirement 
is due to the fact that the claims recite patentably distinct species. As evidenced by the prior art 



cited by the Examiner, a search for plants exhibiting anti-leishmanial activity will invariably 
include a search for N. imperialis. Also, as evidenced by the prior art cited by the Examiner, a 
search for anti-leishmanial activity of N. imperalis will invariably include a search of all portions 
of a plant. Similarly, a search for solvents will no doubt include others including those recited in 
the claims of the present invention, as evidenced by the prior art cited by the Examiner. Thus, no 
undue burden is placed upon the Examiner. 

For the reasons given above, removal of the restriction requirement is respectfully 
requested.
